Henderson's  Hybrid  Giant 
Hibiscus 

( Field  View  Above ) 

This  new  hibiscus  can  be  grown  anywhere; 
absolutely  hardy.  The  flowers  are  enormous 
in  size  measuring  from  six  to  ten  inches 
across,  and  when  established  will  bloom  from 
May  to  November.  In  winter  the  plants  die, 
but  the  roots  sprout  again  each  spring,  being 
perennial  in  nature.  Healthy  and  vigorous 
and  will  thrive  in  any  soil.  Plant  with  shrub¬ 
bery.  Colors  range  from  snow  white  through 
all  shades  of  pink,  red  orchid,  scarlet  and 
maroon. 

The  Hibiscus  offered  were  developed 
from  a  hardy  longlived  branch  of  the 
Hibiscus  family.  They  are  resistant  to 
extreme  cold  and  can  be  grown  in  the  colder 
sections  of  the  U.  S.  They  require  no  winter 
protection  of  any  kind.  Only  the  simplest 
culture  is  needed.  I  can  recommend  them 
very  highly  for  long  and  colorful  display  in 
the  garden. 

The  Hibiscus  are  not  ready  for  plant¬ 
ing  until  December  and  will  be  com¬ 
pletely  described  in  our  winter  and 
spring  catalogue. 

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

Plant  in  jull  sun — No  cultivation.  Cover 
eyes  on  roots  about  one  inch  deep  and  slake. 
They  will  not  sprout  until  weather  be¬ 
comes  settled  and  warm  in  spring.  These 
Hibiscus  require  good  drainage  and 
moderate  water  supply.
